Mounition to 2 foreigner.in Kobo at between 
sen 12 and, sen 183 per round, which he 
bought at sen 98,:and the forcignor is 
shipping the ammunition through him 
eithor.to-Dairen or to Bhanghai to be sold 
to the Chinese revolutionaries, Tha Kobo 
paper further states that, during the past 
threo years, tho forwarding agent, bought 
17,000 . rifles, whith had’ ‘been captured by. 
Japan in the RussoJapanesg war and 
placed on, the market by the Government, 
from @ Japanese merchant in: Tokio, and. 
sold them to a foreigner, who dis of

Schroeter and contained words which the 
‘Secretary of the Company admitted 
rather showed the agency may be resumed 
on the termination of the-war,’’ and he

the war started and when the nature of 
the warfare had been fully disclosed, 

It is common knowledge that. after, the 
war the present bitter commer: iggic. 

Yet her 
British company proposing.to employ aa 
agents firms -of.the nation which ‘is tho 
greatest commercial rival in China of their, 
own nation,. .If othey British firms or 
companies adopt similar ‘tactics can the 
future prospects of our trade be viewed

British ommercial ‘men in Ching,

York,.a partner in the firm of Carlowitz & 
Co, og any rate jn 1913; that the firm of 
Carlowitz &: Co., hag its head office here 
rand ‘js registered in the German Consulate 
here; that the cargo.left Hankow in the 
str. Kutwo and Shanghai in the str. Zdra, 
both British steamers; that-jt was shipped 
subject to war risk; and that it is the 
property of Carlowitz & Co. No evidence 
wag Offered: by the defendant Company:
